MONGOLIA'S INDEPENDENT COINAGE 


The Mongolian lands are ancient Chinese lands, but 
they have always had a special position in the Mid- 
dle Kingdom's history. 


Ethnologically different, the peoples of Mongolia 
were too far removed from the centers of Chinese 
culture to be influenced to any lasting extent by 
the various dominating trends of the times. 


Today the country is divided into two States - Inner 
Mongolia, which is now Japanese occupied territory, 
but which is a part of the Cinese Republic proper, 
known as Dsungary, and Outer Mongolia, an independent 
country under strong Soviet influence. 


Struck at the Russian mint, their coins are of the 
rouble and kopeck system, but they bear Mongolian 
legends only. These series include the tugrick, which 
corresponds to the Russian rouble, and the 50, 20, 15 
and 10 Mung or Kopecks in silver and.5, 3, 2 and l 
kopeck in copper. These were all issued in 1925, and 
released at Ulan Bator, the capital. 


The smaller values are now extremely hard to obtain 
and what with such old stand-by currencies as tea 
bricks and Chinese cash pieces, it is a wonder just 
how much or how little these modern coins were able 
to penetrate the Country - hardly beyond the capital.

THE SPIRITUAL FATHER OF ISRAEL 


The architect of the Zionist State in Pakestine was a 
Vienna-born Lawyer named Theodore Herzl, who died in 
1904, Long before his dream was rneakized. Today a toun 
Herazhia, 45 named after him in Israel and his expressive 
bearded-face 44 seen on many stamps of the new nation. 


In the days of Herzk, the struggle was mainky wrth th.e 
Turks and the Central powers supporting them. No Brit- 
4Ah "deckarnation' had been made as yet by Lord Balfour, 
and the Zionist pioneers who settled in the Hoky Land 
came to a wrlderness where they had no Legak standinc 
whatever. Just the same, Herzl's fight bore fruit. 

In annual Zionist Congresses, he pushed the cause of 
an Isnaekk State which was taken up after his death 

by others Like him. 


In 1958, an Isnaek commemorative in honor of Herzk was 
4sbued, exactly ten years after the independence of the 
new State. It is a gokd piece similar in appearance 

to the European 5 Ducat pieces, and measures 36 mm 
across. On the obverse is the head of Herzl, shown 
with the name and dates 1860-1904. On the reverse, a 
Square shiekd containing the coats of auns of the twelve 
ANMLbesS Of Tsnaek 4s Surrounded by two palm branches 

and the inscription, both in Hebrew and Latin "Israel, 
May 14, 1948." 


The State of Isnraek has issued a number of Commemora- 
tives, Such as the 5 Pounds and 1 pound of 1958, honor- 
4ng the tenth anniversary of the State, or the 1959 

5 pounds on the 11th necurrance of Independence Day. 
However, tnese are in sikver whereas the Herzl piece 
4s the first gokd commemorative issued. 


To the Israekis, Herzl was a god-send, for without his 
groundwork, the State coukd have never been founded. 
Curtousky, Herzk's first name, THEODORE, means "god- 
Sent" in Greek.

FROM KELLY'S COINS AND CHATTER ----- 
EARLY AUSTRALIAN GOLD 


For a country as rich in gold as Australia, the amount 
06 earky gold is very small indeed. But one must keep 
in mind two factors that make Australia different from 
other gold=producing nations. First of all, Australia 
was ontginated by deportes ftom Britain ...a venal 
colony where undesirables would be far enough 4r0m the 
world's centers, to do any neak harm. 


Thks 06 course, was Supplemented and supplanted Lcter 
by a flow of regular Ammignants, but during the early 
19th Century, Australia was still an under-developed 
country and no need for Large amounts 0% coins existed. 


Secondly, Britain was extremely reluctant to make Aus- 
tralia a full-fledged member of the family, Letting the 
old prejudice of penal settlement Angluence her far be- 
yond the years of its nealtty. 


The earliest Australian gold coinage was issued by and 
at the Adelaid Assay Office in 1852. At that time, a 
sttuation similar to our own goldiush existed in South 
Australia and the gold pouring 4n had to be minted on 
the spot for easier handling. 


There are two slightly varying types of Sovereigns, 
showing a croun on one side and the value on the other. 
Rane today, they are however obtainable, while a Lan- 
ger corn, the 5 Pounds, is practically unobtainable 
and must be considered a trial coin. In 1852 also, an 
dnregukan-shaped gold ingot bearing many mining stamps 
of value and fineness was issued in South Australia 
but this too, 4s a very rare item. 


The following year a series Of very valuable gold 
coins was issued at the mint of Port Philip. Valued 
at 2, 1 1/2, and 1/4 ounce gold, this series shows a 
Seated Kangaroo, Australia's national amimal, and the 
value on the reverse. These rare coins are seldom 


met with and may nave been issued in the nature of 
pattems. The regular Australian gold coinage 
Starts in 1855 with a Sovereign of Queen Victonris, 
bearing on the reverse the word "Australia", and 
the denomination expressed as "One Sovereign”. 


A Hal§-Sovereign was also issued. Botn coins ceas- 
ed to be struck by the Sidney Mint in 1870, when the 
regular British Sovereigns and Hal{ Sovereigns (but 
with the Australian Mint mark) were put into cir- 
culation 4nstead. 


The coins with the word "Australia" on them are by 
no means rare and are easily obtainable today, ex- 
cept in very excellent state of preservation when 

they fetch a good premium.

Have you ever wondered how many TAMS 
members are in your state? Or which state has the 
most members? Or the fewest? On the map above you 
will find your answers. 

Of the 2,060 TAMS members; by recent count, 
California has the most — 269. This is as much as the 
next two states, New York and Illinvis, have together! 
In California reside 13% of your fellow members. 
Vermont, by contrast, has only three members or 
ho Me 

Utah recently demonstrated a phenomenal in- 
crease in membership — 17% in only two months. Of 
course that translates into a change of only one 
member! Nevada lost three members this year, but no 


other state has gained or lost more than two since the 
first of the year. 

Some 79 Journals (3.8%) are sent to locations 
outside the United States (not counting the 15 to 
Alaska and eight to Hawaii). Canada, naturally, leads 
off with 45 members.

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FROM KELLY'S COINS AND CHATTER ------- 


In 132 A.D., about 63 years after the des- 
truction of the second Jewish temple by the 
Romans under Titus and Vespasian, another re- 
volt flared up. 


Very little is known of this revolt except 
that the aged Rabbi Akiba hailed the leader 
of this revolt, Simon Bar Kochba, as the long- 
awaited Messiah. 


The revolt was directed against the Emperor 
Hadrian, who had visited Judea in 130 A.D. 
where he promised a Jewish delegation that a 
temple would be built on the site of the one 
which had been destroyed earlier. To their 
dismay, the Jews discovered that the Emperor's 
plan was to build a temple dedicated to Jupi- 
ter Capitolinum. This was, to the Jews, a 
desecration worse than leaving the site in ruin 
In the early part of the revolt, the Jews mana- 
ged to exterminate the Roman XXII Legion Deio- 
tariana. They appeared to have liberated 
Jerusalem and to have driven the Roman garri- 
sons from Palestine. After heavy losses on 
both sides, and under the skillful leadership 
of Hadrian's best general, Sixtus Julius Seve- 
rus, the Jews surrendered at Betar and their 
leader was put to death. 


Recently, an exploration of certain caves 
near the Dead Sea had revealed some documents 
which pertain to the Second Revolt and at 
east one of them is thought to have beem 
ritten, or at least Signed, by Bar Kochba. 
bronze coin of Bar Kochba was found in a 
ave near these documents. 


One of the remarkable things about the 
laborate coinage (45 different types) during 
his brief revolt was that the Jews, having no 


o, 


met alic ingots of their own, used Roman 
coins, Roman Colonial coins and coin of the 
city states in the Palestine area. They 
overstruck their own designs on these coins. 
When they overstruck copper coins, they very 
often filed off the emperor's image and the 
legends before heating up the flan and over- 
striking it. In rare instances, on the cop- 
per coins, faint traces of the emperor's 
head still show through the overstrike. 


A fascinating recent publication dealing 
with coins of this period is "The Dating 
and Meaning of Ancient Jewish Coins and 
Symbols" - Six essays in Jewish Numismatics, 
a publication of the Israel Numismatic Soc- 
iety, Schocken Publishing House, Jerusalem, 
1958. This booklet is certainly the best 
authority to date oncoinage of the Bar 
Kochba Revolt. After the revolt was crush- 
ed in 135 A.D., the nation of Israel ceased

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Rare Birds on Coins boddeh 


Birds have always appeared on coins. The eagle has 
been popular for centuries, and even appears in a one- 
headed and two-headed version, although the latter is 
Purely heraldic. But it Signifies ''King of birds'! 

Or majesty, and as such, is a fitting symbol for the 
m5. A, 


A rare and valuable bird, the Bird of Paradise, appears 
on the coinage of the German colony of New Guinea 
(Papua) in 1894, This bird is native to the island. 
The persian peacock throne has not appeared on coins 
although the peacock has, occasionally, appeared on 
Persian coppers, notably of the Bushire district. 


The Condor of the Andes is a noble bird who is con- 
sidered as highly by the South Americans as is the 
2agle by North Americans. Consequently, it is a fit- 
ting symbol for the coinage of Chile and Bolivia. 


“Or a time, the highest unit of gold coinage in Chile 
vas called a Condor. 


‘nN Guatemala, the green Quetzal bird became not only 
1 picturesque coin type, but also the unit of currency 


with the 1924 reform of currency. The actual | Quet- 
zal coin was not issued until the following year, 1925, 
but minor coins begin in 1924. A gold series up to 20 
Quetzales also exists. The remarkable thing about 
this particular series is that it is larger than all 
contemporary units of currency in other countries of 
Latin America. Thus the 1 Quetzal is almost equal to 
1 1/2 Silver Dollars, if there were such a unit, and 
the gold 20 Quetzales also is larger than a U.S. $20 
gold piece. Needless to say, this generosity with 
previous metal did not last very long; the issue came 
to an end un 1926 and was followed by a series of 
coins along more conventional Central American lines 
and no outsize units. 


What made Guatemala do such an unusual thing? The 
tradition of the Quetzal may be the answer. A Quet- 
zal feather is considered by the Indians as a valuable 
thing - - as valuable as a precious stone or gold. 
The bird itself is rare and almost extinct, except 
in dense jungle areas where it is difficult to find. 
There are also religious connotations, as the Quet- 
zal bird figures largely in ancient Aztec' rituals. 
A similar valuation of a rare bird's feather may 

be found in Hawaii and Polynesia where feathers of 
certain birds were at one time circulating as money.

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There is a small aluminum token that records the time 
when the wheels of government rolled far faster than 
they do today. 


It was during the Depression. A quarter of a million 
young men between the ages of 18 and 25 were out of 
work. On April 5, 1933, President Franklin Roosevelt 
signed the executive order establishing the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. In less than two weeks, the first 
camp was opened at Luray Virginia. 


Today there is no CCC, the last camp closed in 1942. 
But across America, there are more than a billion 
trees growing on 17 million acres; hikers and natura- 
lists traipse over hundreds of miles of roads and 
trails through scenic wilds, runoff water still flows 
through troughs and ditches, and collectors covet a 
few hundred old tokens, all reminders of one govern- 
ment program that worked. 


CCC camps numbered more than 1,500. They were set up 
in every state and many camps used their own currency 
-- not for pay purposes, but for purchase of inciden- 
tals at campstores. 


Recruits were encouraged to save or send home as much 
of their #30 per month pay as possible. Then, as now, 
a dollar broken is a dollar spent. Recruits cashed 

a few of their dollars in advance into tokens accept- 

able at their camp's commissary. These "necessities, 

of camp life included cigarettes, soda, candy, tooth- 

paste, soap and other toiletry articles. 


Not all camps had their own exchanges. Some were close 
enough to villages and towns for the CCC'ers to shop 
with local merchants. Nearby camps were welcomed as 
economic stimuli for the communities. Tokens were 
issued for use primarily in isolated camps. 


Roosevelt was an ardent conservationist and the CCC was 
close to his heart. He was disappointed in 1942 when 
Congress refused to appropriate more funds for the pro- 
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gram, The war effort needed the young men for the 
services and for employment in factories and shipyards. 


The CCC served its purpose well. Today, in addition 

to trees and trails, there are bridges and dams, fire 
towers and fire breaks and more than a million Ameri- 
cans can look back on an experience that took them 

off the streets and into an adventure providing employ- 
ment and opportunity. Perhaps in their boxes of 
memorabilia there are a few aluminum tokens that will 
someday find their way into the hands of a serious 
numismatist who will catalog a list of all CCC issues 
by camp and denomination. 


It is a task yet to be done.

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THE SECRET COUNTERMARK 


Countermarking of current coins has occurred through- 
out the ages, and in every country. The reasons are 
either financial, that is to change the value of the 
coin in question, either up or down; or political, 
such as the Roman coins of Claudius counterstamped 
with the names of his successor Nero; and finally, 
geographical, to make the coin of one land accept- 
able to another. 


A prime example of the latter is the many counter- 
Stamped coins of the West Indies usually on Spanish 
or Mexican money, with place name monograms of Trini- 
dad, Santa Lucia, Dominica and many more. 


It remained for the current Century to add still 
another reason or usage for countermarking the coins. 
In 1934, little Austria saw the emergence of a one- 
party rule by the dominant Christian Socialist Party 
under their leader Dollfuss. This made the second 
largest party, the Social Democrats, suddenly il- 
legal. There was a brief Civil War, at the end of 


The Secret Countermark - continued 


which the Social Democrats became a persecuted 

minority, and all membership cards of the party 
were dangerous documents to carry about in ones 
pockets. 


But the Social Democrats did not wish to give 

up the struggle against the new government. 
Still, there had to be some way of identify- 

ing its members to each other in the weeks to 
follow. It was then that one of the party lead- 
ers suggested the countermarking of coins with 
certain key numbers, thus making these coins in 
effect a man's membership card. This was done 
and coins were individually countermarked with 
serial numbers that could be checked against the 
secret records at the party's underground head- 
quarters. 


The Austrial government became aware of these 
countermarks as soon as they were issued, of 
course, and severe penalties were imposed on any- 
one found carrying a countermarked coin on his 
person. 


But as the "membership card" countermark was put 
only on the smallest denomination, the 1 Groschen 
coin, it was easy to dispose of in case a member 
was suddenly arrested.

ThE MONKEY COINS OF CEYLON 


Separated by the straits from India proper, 
the large island of Ceylon has had a cul- 
ture of its own from very ancient times. 
Although religiously affiliated with Indian 
buddhism, the Singhalese, as the people of 
Ceylon are called - are not just another 
Indian state or tribe. For one thing, their 
period of independence from Colonial domina- 
tion was longer than that of India, where 
the British EAst India Company made strong 
inroads since the early 18th Century. Cey- 
lon was contested by both British and Dutch 
and knew to play one against the other. For 
awhile, the Dutch held the fsrand> une i 1+ 
became British after Napoleon's defeat. 


A very long and artistic coinage distinguishes 
Ceylon. During the 10th Century, a powerful 
Empire covered the entire island, and even 
portions of the Indian mainland were, from 
time to time, ruled by the Singhalese Emper- 
ors. Until the 15th Century, when this 
Empire declined, the coinage consisted of 
bronze and gold massu (strangely enough, 
almost no silver coins), the size and thick- 
ness of Roman gold aurei, whence they took 
their appearance originally, for Roman gold 
coins were much used in medieval India. 


On one side, we see the Emperor standing, 
wearing crown and mantle, and holding a kind 
of orb; the reverse usually shows the mon- 
key-shaped god Hanuman, who is part of the 
IndianBuddhist pantheon. 


Around this, there were inscriptions in 

Hindu characters, but Singhalese language 
and dates in the Buddhist era. The coins 
are well struck and show skill of crafts- 
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manship. The bronze massu is rather common 
and brings about two or three dollars, but 
the gold massu is rare and desirable. 


The monkey coins of Ceylon were so popular 
at one time that other countries started to 
imitate them, but lacking the skilled mint 
workers of the Singhalese Emperors, their 
product is not as well made. Thus it is 
rather easy to distinguish between Ceylon 
massu and the copies made on the mainland, 
especially the convex-shaped bronze and 
gold pieces of Malabar Coast principalities 
adjacent to Ceylon, Coromandel, and others. 


There exists also some larger, flat coins 
of the same general types, also showing the 
the monkey god Hanuman, the servant of the 
gods, and considered lucky to the owner of 
the coin,

ARLIEST COLOMBIAN GOLD __

It had always been assumed that the Spanish 
government issued its first gold money for 
the northern South American Viceroyalty of 
Granada during the reign of Ferdinand VI 

Gh spe] “L7o 09 


However, foryears numismatists were puzzled 
by the occasional, rare occurrence of very 
crude gold "cob" coins which looked rather 
ancient and seemed to belong to an earlier 
period than that of Ferdinand VI. These 
crude coins did not’ show tp insufficient 
quantities to cause a major stir, and when 
they were offered to collectors, they were 
usually described as "local Imitations™ of 
Spanish Colonial gold, or even put with coins 
of Spain proper. 


The latter idea stems from the fact that un- 
der Philip Il, Spain did’ tssue 8 geriesso. 
crude gold coins side by side with the regu- 
lar well-turned issue, and of course, Mexico 
also has such a series. The coins that 
seemed not to fit into any known series bore 
the coat of arms of Spain on one side, and 
the Cross of Jerusalem on the other. Their 
planchet was always irregular and so cut 
that on all the specimens seen until a few 
years ago, neither date nor ruler's name 
could be read. 


But then a hoard of such pieces was discover- 
ed at El Mesuno about twenty years ago and 
suddenly some two-hundred such pieces appear- 
ed on the market at one time. Subsequently 
Many more appeared although the coin, a 2- 
Escudo piece, is far from common. 


The mint mark NR of Bogota was clearly 
visible on several of the better preserved 


Ac 


coins, and to everybody's joy, at last some 
dates. A 1634 and 1635 were clearly read 

and the name of Philip (IV) also could be 
seen. It was obvious that the mint of Bogota 
had been issuing gold coins long before the 
reign of Ferdinand VI. 


To this date, no intermediary coinages in gold 
have been found from that mint, although 

this doesn't indicate that some day such a 
coinage may not be found. The jungles yield- 
ed the treasure of El Mesuno and they may 
yield more later. 


It seems unlikely that nothing in gold was 
struck at Bogota between 1665 and 1746, and 
we don't even know if an earlier coinage does 
not also exist. Apparently, an army trans- 
port with the entire issue was waylaid in 

the jungle and never replaced. The El Mesuno 
hoard was found by the Honda River. 


The gold for this issue must have come from 
the mines of Bogota plateau, where gold to 
this day is being mined.

IF you were a member of SDNS in 1967, you 
may remember this article in the March issue: 


QUALITY, not QUANTITY 


"In two coin publications lately, I've run across 
the article 'Let's knock the Coinaramas now", by 
Stanley Rupert and have read it both times, agreeing 
with him whole-heartedly. Quoted in part, he asks 
"What happened to the days when a leading local club 
or state organization would go all out to have one 
bang-up coin show a year in a good size city? Today 
every 3-member club, one-horse dealer, and local 
"dealer" organization has to throw a coin show. The 
result is bi-weekly, tri-monthly, semi-monthly and 
quarterly shows in even the smaller towns. With two 
shows or five to ten shows a year in any 200 mile 
radius, it is no longer a novelty for a local collector 
to go to a coin show." 


Mr. Rupert feels their San Antonio (TX) clubs have the 
right idea in banding together to throw an annual tri- 
club sponsored greater-San Antonio show, BUT we were 
way ahead of them! Our SanDiego County Inter-Club 
Numismatic Council had this idea many years ago. For 
those not aware of it, our local COINARAMA is the old- 
est of these coinaramas, and this year celebrates a 
decade of Coinaramas in SanDiego. 


We are proud that our area clubs can join togehter and 
work side by side to produce one QUALITY show a year. 
More areas should try it.” 


It only seemed appropriate to run it by again. We 
are still faced with this problem - trying to produce 
a quality show for serious collectors, and coming up 
with pitifully small attendance.

CYPRUS PECULIAR COINAGE 


(as printed 1960 in Kelleys Coins and Chatter) 


Cyprus is an island of considerable size halfway between 
Turkey and Greece, not far from the Israeli coast. It 
has been governed by a succession of foreign govern- 
ments until it finally reached independence this year. 


In ancient times, there were a number of city-states 
issuing coins on the island of Cyprus - one of the most 
important of these was Paphus which was used as a capital 
city by the Kings of Egypt who owned the island after 

the city-states of the Greeks had become, weakened. 


The Romans allowed the cities of Cyprus their own minor 
coinage and the Byzantine Empire maintained a minor mint 
there. With the advent of the Crusades, however, new 
life came to Cyprus numismatically speaking. 


As an aftermath of the conquest of Palestine from the 
Turks, Cyprus also was wrested from the Turks, who had 
treated the island as just one more province. There is 
still a strong Turkish minority living there. The Euro- 
pean knights established on Cyprus a Kingdom which last- 
ed about 200 years; Jeffrey of Geoffroy of Bouillon was 
one of the better known kings. The coinage of the Cru- 
sader Kings of Cyprus was copied from Byzantine and Vene- 
tian coins, and showed the seated King on one side and 
usually Christ or a cross on the other. The silver coins 
were Groats or Besants; the copper, Quattrini. 


With the decline of the Crusaders and the resurgence of 
the Turks, the island changed hands repeatedly between 
Venice and the Turkish Empire. The Venetian rulers 

issued a few local coins using the Greek language, but 

by and large, Cyprus used foreign coinage until the island 
was ceded to Britain following an agreement in the 1880's. 
From 1888 on, British issues in Piastres showing the head, 
of Queen Victoris and the value were the money of the | 


island. 


Thus the silver shilling, the unit of the British cur- 
rency system, was called a piece of 9 Piastres, the Florin 
inscribed 18 Piastres and, until 1955, coins bearing . 


such odd denominations as "4 1/2 Piastres (sic-pence), 
"45 Piastres" (Crown) were struck in London for Cyprus. 
Under George VI, the word 'Shilling' replaced these 
piastre values. But in 1955, a new decimal system 
of 100 Mils, equal to 2 Shillings, was introduced and 
is still being used.

REPLACED IT UNDER GEORGE III. BUT TO THIS 
DAY, MANY ENGLISH ACCOUNTS ARE KEPT IN 
GUINEAS AND THE TERM HAS BECOME A KIND OF 
TRADE COIN. 


ALWAYS SLIGHTLY HEAVIER THAN THE SOVEREIGN, 
THE GUINEA IS VALUED AT 5% MORE THAN THE 
LATTER AND WORTH 21 SHILLINGS IN COMMERCIAL 
DEALINGS TODAY. CLUB DUES, THEATRE TICKETS, 
PROFESSIONAL FEES;: BEQUESTS,~ ETC, ARG aSOMe 
OF THE THINGS ALWAYS PAID IN GUINEAS RATHER 
THAN POUNDS, EVEN TODAY. 


DURING THE 17TH AND 18TH CENTURIES, COINS 
RANGING FROM HALF A GUINEA TO FIVE GUINEAS 
WERE COMMONLY ISSUED WITH AN OCCASIONAL 
SMALLER DIVISION AS WELL. THE LARGE FIVE 
GUINEAS ARE AMONG THE WORLDS MOST BEAUTIFUL 
GOLD COINS. 


SOVEREIGNS ARE MUCH OLDER THAN GUINEAS, GOING 
BACK TO THE REIGN OF HENRY VIII IN THE 16TH 
CENTURY. AT FIRST A LARGE, BROAD AND FAIRLY 
THIN COIN, THE REVIVED SOVEREIGNS OF GEORGE 
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III, AROUND 1810, WERE SMALL, THICK, AND 
MACHINE STRUCK. THEY WERE WORTH 20 SHILLINGS 


ALTHOUGH THE TERM "GUINEA" NEVER APPEARS ON

THE GEORGIAN SOVEREIGN TOOK UP THE MULTIPLE 
COINAGE OF THE GUINEA SERIES, WITH TWO AND 
FIVE POUND PIECES. A MULTIPLE OF THE SOVER- 
EIGN IS NEVER A 2 OR 5 SOVEREIGN COIN, AS THE 
TERM APPLIES ONLY TO THE SINGLE UNIT. 


TO THIS DAY, VICTORIA SOVEREIGNS ARE BEING 
STRUCK FOR TRADE PURPOSES, ESPECIALLY WITH 
GREECE AND THE MIDDLE EAST.

WHO DESIGNED THE PEACE DOLLARS ? ? ? 


George T. Morgan's name is synonymous with one of 
the hottest of the U,S. coin series, the Morgan 
dollar, which he designed early in his lengthy 
Mint career. 


Morgan, a coin designer, engraver and medalist, was 
born in Birmingham, England in 1845. He attended 
the local academy and won a national ssholarship to 
the South Kensington Art School, where he studied 
for two years. He later apprenticed at the British 
Royal Mint in London for four years under the famed 
engraver Wyon. 


At 31, Morgan left Liverpool for Philadelphia, where 
in October, 1876, he received a 6-month appointment 
as a "special engraver," responsible to the Mint 
Director. 


His eventual Mint employment lasted 48 years. His 
first designs were for pattern 50-cent pieces and 
$10 eagles, which were modified for use on the Morgan 
dollar. As preparation for these designs, Morgan 
enrolled as a student at the Academy of Fine Arts 

in Philadelphia where he made profile studies based 
on Greek sculpture and later modeled from life the 
features of the Goddess of Liberty and the eagle 
appearing on the dollar. 


Morgan was passed over as Chief Engraver in 1879 for 
Charles Barber, son of former Chief Engraver William 
Barber. He labored as Barber's assistant until 1917 
when he was finally appointed Chief Engraver. 


During the long intervening decades until his appoint- 
ment, Morgan created the Coiled Hair Stella pattern, 
the reverse of the Columbian commemorative half dol- 
lar, the obverse of the Illinois Centennial half and 
the reverse of the McKinley gold dollar. He colla- 
borated on the design for the Panama-Pacific Expo- 
sition quarter eagle. 
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Morgan was also known for his portraiture. He pro- 
duced numerous commemorative medals, plus presiden- 
tial, Assay Commission and other U.S. Mint Medals 


Following his appointement as Chief Engraver in 1917, 
he succeeded in having his dollar design restored 
for 1921; the coin was last struck in 1904. Although 
he did not design the Peace dollar, which replaced 
the Morgan dollar, he executed the dies for the new 
coin. 


Morgan was a member of the Philadelphia Academy of 
Fine Arts, and an avid sportsman, helping to found 
the Belmont Cricket Club. He was praised by his 
superiors for "Exhibiting high skills as well as ar- 
tistic taste." 


Morgan died on January 4 1925, while in the process 
of executing the Mint Series to honor Secretaries of 
The Treasury. This series has never been completed.

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THE STAR OF DAVID - AS ARAB SYMBOL 


Everybody thinks of the six-pointed Star of 
David, sometimes called the Hexagram, as a 
typical example of Judaism, Israel or the 
Jews in general. 


It is true that since time immemorial, the 
Jews have used this star as their national 
emblem, although it appears officially in 
that capacity only since the Middle Ages. 
Ancient Judaea never used it on the coins, 
contrary to fanciful stories, and an occasion- 
al fantasy coin made up to make a collector 
curious. 


In fact the oldest coins bearing this symbol 
aren't coins at all, but Jewish slaughter- 
house tokens of the Balkans. And even they 
do not go back beyond the 18th Century. Non- 
Jewish usage of the star symbol is, of course, 
older as it was long considered a symbol of 
magic and wisdom. David, the Jewish King, 
had the reputation of super-natural powers 
and the magicians and mystics of the Middle 
Ages have often used his personal "seal" as 

a token of symbol of magic strength. Thus 

we have a number of instances where the star 
appears on medieval medals and occasionally 
small coins. 


The star, not called Star of David, but none= 
theless the same symbol, also prominently fig- 
ures in Mohammedan history and culture. It 
is the national symbol of Morocco and has 
been used on its coinage ever since Morocco 
gained a measure of semi-independence from 
Turkey. “AS a’matter of fact,’ there are 15th 
and 16th Century Turkish coins, struck in 
Turkey proper and in Egypt, showing the "seal 
of Solomon" as the Star of David has also 
been called. It is a moot question whether 
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the magic connotation of the star dates back 
to David or Solomon. Both kings were said to 
have had ‘unusual powers'. Another Islamic 
state, Hyderabad in India, also prominently 
used the star on its coinage. 


Egyptian Memlock rulers issued copper coins 
showing the star occasionally and the Arabic 
invaders of the Sind, India, issued a small 
Silver coin with the star. Some of the small 
Sultanates of Arabia and the Persian Gulf area 
have used this symbol in their national flags 
and banners on occasion. Nigeria uses it as 
its emblem. 


Actually, the star symbolizes equality, jus- 
tice and other laudable virtues, and is math- 
ematically pleasing as well as eye=arresting. 
Thus it seems natural for any nation to choose 
such a striking symbol as its own. 


That Israel and Morocco are today the two most 
prominent users of the same symbol may be a 
paradox, but should give one food for thought 
about peace among nations.

THE VOODOO PRESIDENT.... 


Voodoo is the native religion of the people of Haiti 
who themselves fall into two broad categories - 
negroes and mulattoes. Especially, among the purer 
African strains, the old voodoo religion still has 
many followers, but in order to make it less offen- 
sive to the Catholic Church, many of the old voodoo 
gods were given secondary Catholic names so that on 
the surface, at least, the worshippers of voodoo . 
were praying to Catholic Saints, That seemed to 
satisfy everybody, although voodoo was never offi- 
cially acknowledged as a state religion. A num 
ber of Haitian presidents have actively fought it- 
so much so that in the desire to destroy all ves- 
tiges of the "old" cults, their minions seized 
hundreds of fine statues, many of them made hundreds 
of years before any negro set foot on Haiti, and 
destroyed them. Voodoo is, of course, not sorcery 
at all, but a religion deeply rooted in West Afri- 
can life, closely connecting the material world 
with the next one. It somewhat resembles American 
spiritualism and despite sensational stories print- 
ed on occasion, it never sacrifices anything high- 
er than a rooster or a goat, and that only on cer- 
tain occasions. 


The task of all Presidents of Haiti has been to 
stay in office and to stay alive during the entire 
term. This is not always easy. Most presidents 
have officially fought voodoo, without doing any- 
thing more strenuous than saying so and have not 
laid a hand on any of the many "hungans" or priests 
in the Island. A few have fought voodoo in earnest 
and found themselves in great difficulty. But it 
was President Geffrard who openly adopted voodoo 

as his religion, something no other president has 
dared to do. 


There are coins with President Geffrards head dated 
1861 in the values of 5, 10 and 20 centimes, No 
symbols of voodoo such as the snake, appear on them 
however. Serpents do appear quite openly in the form 


=he 


of a "wreath" circling the value on the coins, under 
Alexander Petion, in the 1820's. It is interesting 
to note, too, that the serpent is generally regard- 
ed by many nations as a fertility symbol to be wor- 


shipped. 


The voodoo religion of Geffrard was dead. The next 
president promptly swore his firm allegiance to the 


Catholic Church....

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S.D.N.S 25th ANNIVERSARY MEDAL 


One of the non competitive exhibits at 
recent COINARAMA was the set of 25th Anni- 
versary medals of the San Diego Numismatic 
Society. This exhibit will be on display 
again at the July meeting of SDNS, so if 
you missed it Coinarama week end, attend 
this next meeting. 


1962 marked’ the 25th birthday of the San 
Diego Numismatic Society. ied fees C 
meeting was held on February 8, ¥Y 37, in 
the office of its founder, Dr. Bruce L. 
Wallace. Interest in Numismatics was fos- 
tered when the California Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition, held in San Diego in 
1935 and 1936, issued its commemorative 
half-dollars which were struck at the ex- 
position. 


The San Diego Numismatic Society grew from 
a membership of 35 to over 250 in that 
first 25 years. The society was very ac- 
tive in helpint to form other coin clubs 
in and around San Diego, started a coin 
Show at the San Diego County Fair, helped 
to form the annual Coinarama, and hosted 
several conventions of the state organiza- 
tion. Most important of all is that the 
Society has furnished its members as offi- 
cers and leaders of County, Regional, State 
and National organizations. The San Diego 
Numismatic Society is the seventh oldest 
coin club in the United States west of the 
Mississippi. 


From a suggestion by member Harvey L. Rose, 
the 25th anniversary medal came into being. 
The medal was designed by Member Robert J. 

Brosch, who was born in Leipzig Germany. 
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He is well known on the West Coast for 
his many wood-carvings which have appear- 
ed in expositions, schools and churches. 
The models were sculpted by Joseph Di 
Lorenzo of New York City, and was struck 
by Medallic Art Company. 


The obverse of the medal depicts a female 
figure, kneeling on an open coin book, hold- 
ing two olive branches, which form a wreath. 
This represents numismatic knowledge. (In- 
side the wreath is the number '25' for the 
society's 25th anniversary. Around the 

edge is 'San Diego Numismatic Society 

1937 - 1962! 


Under the bootom olive branch are the ini- 
tials 'RJB' for Robert J. Brosch, designer. 
Under the left toe of the figure are the 

initials of the sculptor, Joseph DiLorenzo. 


The reverse of the medal has as a center 
device a shield with a sailing ship, re- 
presenting the San Salvador, the flagship 
of Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo. Below the 

ship is 'SDNS' the initials of the San 
Diego Numismatic Society. Above the shield 
is a belfry, representing the Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, the first of el Missions 
founded by Fray Junipero Serra. 


Below the shield are two dolphins. On either 
side is a pillar, representing those on the 
pillar dollar. The outer circle, reading 
top to bottom 'San Diego, California’

HATOME SEN..... 


In the past twenty years, there have been 

two fine articles published concerning the 
coins of Okinawa, largest of the Ryukuu chain 
of islands, curving like the blade of a Samurai 
sword, from southern Japan to Taiwan. The first 
was written by John A. Novak for Numismatic 
News in 1966, and the other was by Schoberlin 
and Ho for Coin World in 1976. Both articles 
were illustrated to give the interested col- 
lector a progressive picture of the coins 
attributed through the years. A drawing of a 
string of Hatome Sen was included in the Novak 
article, and a diagram of construction was in 
the Schoberlin and Ho article. 


A photograph was given to me by the late Howard 
F. Bowker to use, and was submitted to your 
Editor, but proved to be too dark for good re- 
production. However, it shows a boxed speci- 
men, with an accompanying Japanese inscription, 
It states in general: 


HATOME SEN (Pidgeon Eye Money ) 


"Ryukyu Fuin (officially sealed) Sen, used in 
the Kingdom of CHUZAN, during the Japanese Era 
“OEI" #61394 14232. 10Mpants: consisting of 40 
to 50 coins each, for a total of 400 to 500 
coins. It may be used for paying taxes or as 
offerings at Shrines." The handle contains 

the cinnabar ink seal of the issuing authority. 
Mr. Bowker indicated he believed it genuine. 


Neil Gordon Munro, author of COINS OF JAPAN, 
Yokohama 1904, believed the Hatome Sen were 
produced aroung 1700-1750, therefore, the pos- 
Sibility exists that they were cast more than 
once, aS an emergency domestic circulating cur- 
rency, when their larger cash left the island 


—: (dete 


as tribute. Tribute was sent on many occa- 
sions from the 14th to the early 19th cen- 
turies to both China and Japan. 


As the small circular disks (7 to 12 mm) of 
holed metal bore no inscription, the individ- 
ual sen could not be considered legitimate 
coin, but as a group, strung with the seal 

on the handle, they attained authenticity. 


American numismatic historians would probably 
have more knowledge of things Okinawan had 
Commodore Matthew C. Perry succeeded in his 
attempts to obtain their coins in 1853 for 
the U.S. Mint. He tried, using friendly 
persuasion, and even coercion, yet he failed. 
In the end, the Okinawans gave him a large 
copper bell and two stones. The bell even- 
tually reached the U.S. Naval Academy at 
Anapolis, Maryland. Of the two stones, one 
was discarded and the other was returned to 
the United States, where it was used in the 
wall of the Washington Monument which was 
then under construction.

THE ''MONNAIE DE LUXE'' OF TURKEY 


Many collectors wonder why modern Turkey has 
issued, side by Side, two kinds of gold coins; one the 
more drab regular variety, in appearance and size 
closely modelled after the gold coins of Great Britain, 
and another flat variety with a personality all its own.. 


The latter is called ''Monnaie deluxe'' or Luxury 

Money and is not infrequently met with in denominations 
of 500 and 250 Piastres, equal to 5 and 24 Pounds gold. 
The fad started with Abdul Hamid 11, who became Sultan 
in 1876.and continued into the current Century; in fact 
the most recent ''monnaie deluxe'' was issued by the Re- 
public of Turkey between 1944 and 1947 and encompasses 
the denominations of 500,250,100,50 and 25 Piastres 
Gold, all very thin and of spread fabric while the 
regular gold coinage follows the British models.

Abdul Hamid's coinage is splendid indeed. In- 
stead of the usual tughra or signature on obverse, 
the luxury money shows an elaborate trophy of arms, 
cannon, flags, a scale and sundry decorations, with the 
tughra above and the whole thing within a frame of 
Ornamented stars. The reverse designs, while similar 
to the regular gold reverse types, is also surrounded 
by a circle of stars. The edge of the coin is milled 
obliquely, a somewhat antiquated method at the time of 
the issue of the Luxury Money around 1892. Similar 
pieces were issued also by Abdul Hamid I1's sucessors. 
notably Mohammed VI, who ruled from 1918 to 1922. 
The Republic continued the custom. 


The main purpose for the issue of such unusual 
coins was the need for a handsome presentation piece by 
the Sultan and other men of importance and wealth, of 
which there were many in the days of the Ottoman Empire. 
The Luxury Money was given in payment of services to 
Harem favorites, to people who would be offended if 
they were handed ''ordinary'' money in recognition of 
their services. There were many harems in existence 
as late as 1918 and consequently the need for such 
gold coins was not inconsiderable. The Republic 
did away with harems but not with the need for a 
polite form of ''baksheesh."!

The Mexicans were mostly brand new recruits 
with unused weapons and had an orderly retreat with 
four fights on the way. When the news broke, Pres- 
ident Wilson sent General Pershing there, and he 
arrived with troops but couldn't catch Villa. Villa 
issued silver dollars, copper coins and a prolific 
amount of paper money.

WARRANTS 


In the collecting of paper money, especially obsolete 
currency, one frequently encounters certain fiscal 
documents, known as warrants. They often look simi- 
lar to obsolete notes and only by noting the inscrip- 
tions will the difference be evident. The warrants 
referred to here are, as the dictionary states, "A 
writing which authorizes a person to pay or deliver 
to another, and the other to receive money or other 
thing'"' and signed by the Controller, the official in 
charge of expenditures or finances. 


The warrants most often seen fall into three cate- 
gories; city, county or state Treasury, or Controller 
Warrants, and were genneraly issued for goods or ser- 
vices. 


Many Texas Treasury Warrants of the 1860's were giyen 
"For Military Service" (Civil War) or "For Civil Ser- 
vice."" Certain Arkansas Treasury Warrants were "on 


war bond" and like Texas, supporting the Confederacy. 


There is a County Treasury Warrant in my collection 
from Silver City Idaho. It resembles a check and is 
dated 1895. It was written for $12.00 for "Judge of 
Election" and was redeemed in 1899 and paid face 
value plus $3.67 in interest. 


Of special interest here are Controller Warrants of 
the State of Nevada. They are marked according to the 
fund from which disbursement was made, and include 
General Fund, Prison, Orphan Home, Indigent Insane, 
Legislative, State School, State Library, and Judicial 
Salary, among others. 


The Warrant illustrated is 10 1/4 x 5 1/4 inches in 
size and resembles a bond or stock certificate. It 
bears a vignette of a miner on the left side, and 
another of the State Capitol at Carson City on the 
right. It was printed by A.L. Bancroft & Co, San 
Francisco. The early warrants bore CARSON, NEVADA. 
After about 1885, a new design with CARSON CITY was 
printed. 
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Disbursement noted on some recently acquired warrants 
may be of interest: 


Aug. 1878, $15.00 State Prison Fund, Salary for Deputy 
warden, month of August. 

Aug. 1879, $23.23 General Fund, Ice for Capitol for 
month of July. 

Sept. 1879 $5.25, Orphan Home Fund, Books 

Jan. 1880, $20. Prison Fund, Pastureing Cows. 

Apr, 1883, $23.76, Indigent Insane Fund, Vegetables 

Febr, 1886, $12. General Fund, Drayage. 

And, last but not least, a warrant for Febr 1897, 

written on the Legislative Fund, for $56.00. This 

was PER DIEM FOR SEVEN DAYS FOR A SENATOR. It would 

be interesting to know how far $56 would take a 

SENATOR today.
